Word has been received here of

He was born in New-York state in 


1841 and has served as a minister 
in the Methodist church for 55 years, 
holding a number of 
pastorates 


He hc.s been a member of the west 
Wisconsin conference of the Metho- 
dist church for 53 years and his re- 
markable record in attending the 
conferences show but one absence 
due to illness. 
About five weeks ago Rev. Insfl 
ttended the'session of the confer- 
nce at Viroqua and during an after- 
oon session at which he was asked 
o preside by the bishop he was ta- 
en seriously ill with a stroke and 


;ad been ill since that time. He was 
rell known throughout the state 
•aving held pastorates in Platteville, 
a Crosse, Sparta, Brooklyn and 
Jauston. For 2S years he has liv- 
id in Baraboo and has not beeivac- 
ive in church work for some time. 


Besides his widow he is survived 


by seven children, Rev. J. W. Irish 
rf Madison, Mrs. A. H. Peck and 
Mrs.

The moment you first discover fire 


call the nearest fire'sution. Always 
lave the telephone number of this 
station posted near the telephone so 
that there need not be a moments 
delay in looking up the number. It 
is best to at the same time start one 
member of the family for the near- 
est alarm box as often there -might 
i)o a delay in Retting your telephone 
connection. 
Be sure every member

Remember there are 
i<ver 1DOO lives lost by fire each year 
Many of them in the homes where 
some previously planned move mighl 
possibly have saved them. 
Life is 


always'of-the first importance and 
too careful thought cannot be given 
this matter. 


After the fire company has been 


•notified then each member of tho 
(V.niiy should have previously plan- 
ned just what he can do that will 
be of the greatest help in getting the 
ilre under control. In the basement 
.the garden hose should particularly 
in the winter time be coupled up to 
a connection especially for that pur- 
pose and ready for instant action. 
On each floor of your home, there 
should be found one faucet provided 
with a connection for your garden 
hose. 


A very excellent plan is to have a 


fire bucket hung on a hook at the 
foot of tho basement 
stairs 
and 


"Kept filled". 
Such bucket can be 


purchased made in such n way that 
there is little temptation of their 


being used for other purposes. 


The owners of a homo-as a rule do 


not like to pay the price of a fire ex^ 
tinguisher, yet I have seen the time 
and perhaps some of you also have 
when I would have gladly ffiven 
mora than one' hundred dollars il i 
could have had ono that particular 
minute.' Should you purchase an ex- 
tinguisher be sure it has the appro- 
val of the Underwriter's Laborator- 
ies. 
This approval will be stamped 


in plain- -sight on the front of -the 
extinguisher. 
After purchasing be 


sure also that each member of the 
family knows how to operate it and 
that it is tested arid refilled at least 
once each year. 


Approved extinguishers of differ- 


ent types can be purchased 'at a 
nominal price. It is now possible to 
purchase extinguishers of a type so 
that very little, if any damage is 
dons by' tho contents coming into 
contact with rugs or clothing.^ 


If your chimney is on fire bi-car- 


bonate of soda thrown- on the fire 
will unquestionably retard the blaze, 
though it is extremely unsafe to re- 
ly upon this method for total extin- 
guishment. The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters has given the fol- 
lowing advise: For. a chimney fire n 
few pounds of salt thrown in at the 
top is probably the best handy ex- 
tinguisher, but a pail of sand, earth, 
ashes or even coal will be very help- 
ful. 
If a fire-place connects with 


the chimney, the latter materials, 
are not desirable to use since they 
are liable to scatter the 
burning 


soot into the room where the fire- 
place is located. 


The tendency of the average prop- 


erty owner residing in the city is to 
place the entire responsibility for 
the safety of his premises upon the 
municipal fire department. 
This 


would not be so bad if the local de- 
partments were in reality able to 
meet the situation, but 
the

equipped fire department 
in

world can do little in more than halJ 
the building which it protects except 
to prevent the fire from spreading

David G. James 


Death of Former Senator Removes Interesting Figure From 


Public Life; Was Survivor of Andersonville Prison. 


POLLY AND HER PALS—Competition Was Too.'Strong 


A N INTERESTING figure in Wisconsin public life was re- 
A 
moved in the death some days ago of former/Sen. David 


G James of Richland Center, whose funeral occurred Wednes- 
day. It. his passing was lost another of the rapidly shrinking 
hand of Civil war veterans, and also another of the few remain- 
ing survivors of Andersonville prison. It seems indeed strange 
that one who lived through the horrors of a period in that 
prison should survive to this late day and retain the vigor which 
marked Mr. James to the very end of his life. Mr. James was 
the chief Inspirational force in the erection and dedication of 
the Wisconsin monument at Andersonville in memory of the 
378 known Wisconsin soldiers who perished within that southern 
stockade. 


The legislature of 1903 appropriated $10,000 for such monu- 


ment and Gov. La Follette appointed as a monument commission 
David G. James of Richland Center, Charles H. Russell of Ber- 
lin and Lansing Williams of Columbus. The monument was 
dedicated at Andersonville, Georgia, October 17, 1907, in the 
presence of about 100 people from Wisconsin, including Gov- 
rrnor James 0. Davidson, who was one of the speakers, as was 
also Chairman James of the commission. 


Among the excursionists were fifteen former Andersonville 


prisoners from Wisconsin and to them the visit was naturally 
one of absorbing and personal interest. Afterward Mr. James 
compiled a 300-page report for the commission. In this report 
he Incorporated his personal reminiscences of Andersonville, a 
vivid and terrible narrative, from which the following para- 
graph may be taken as showing its general character: 


When the gate was opened and we got a view of what was 


before UB, the scene was indescribable. Over thirty thousand 
men on nineteen acres of ground,—without shelter; some naked, 
others bareheaded, farefooted, deformed and almost unrecog- 
nizable as human beings. To a man looking at it from a dis- 
tance, it gave the appearance of a huge ant-hill, with one moving 
mass of humanity only visible. As we were going through the 
thrcng, staring eyes, protruding from their sockets looked us 
over to see if there might not be some acquaintance among the 
new arrivals from whom they could hear from home, or friends 
at the front. As we passed along a poor weak boy lay beside 
the path with a pail made of a bootleg, begging for someone to 
get him a drink of water, and promising that, after getting it, 
he would never ask for anything more. I took the pail and 
went to the creek. This took some time as it was very difficult 
to locate anyone in that miserable mass. Poor boy! When I 
reached him he had breathed his last. It was too late. 


In after years Mr. James was elected department com- 


mander of the Grand Army of Wisconsin and served ;as a state 
senate In the sessions of 1909 and 1911. 


One of the most notable and picturesque achievements of 


Mr. James was the carrying to Washington two years ago of the 
certified copy of Wisconsin's ratification of the national amend- 
ment granting complete woman suffrage and this achievement 
was typical of the way this "live wire" veteran did things. He 
happened to be in Madison the day the resolution was put 
through the legislature and was asked to jump on the first train 
and take it to Washington and see if the Wisconsin ratification 
could be the first one filed at the national capitol. The story of 
how'he succeeded in brushing aside all red tape and getting the 
Wisconsin document filed just fifteen minutes before his chief 
rival was a thrilling newspaper story of the time. As result of 
his almost unbelievable resource and initiative Wisconsin thus 
won th« distinction of being the first state to have its ratifica- 
tion recorded in the national archives, thus keeping Wisconsin 
in the forefront of progressive states again. For this achieve- 
ment alone Mr. James' memory deserves to be enshrined in the 
hearts of the people of the state. It. was only one of many 
things, however, which this fine publicnspirited citizen per- 
formed for the commonwealth, and in appreciation,of which 
silent and grateful acknowledgment is being made ,in the hearts 
of the people of Wisconsin today when jc is being laid to rest.

HE new revenue bill, the leading features of which are being 
opposed by Senator La Follette and most of the Wisconsin 


congressmen, fails to tax the privilege of corporations to issue 
stock dividends which, except for a surprising decision of the 
courts, would last year have brought in a revenue to the gov- 
ernment of $300,000,000. The issuing of stock dividends is a 
method of paying dividends resorted to by the corporations to 
avoid payment of income taxes on regular dividends. Of course, 
they represent profits, but the Supreme Court has ruled that 
they are not "income," and cannot be taxed as such. But they 
might be reached through a privileged tax.

[To the Editor] I want to say a.

SOMEBODY IS CONCERNED 
For several months before Presi- 


dent Harding personally appeared in 
the Senate to prevent the passage 
of the Adjusted Compensation Bill, 
a !-;gh tide of publicity from Wash- 
ington was acquainting the people 
of this country with the President's 
affection for the disabled veteran. 
Regularly the President visited Wal- 
ter Reed General Hospital, regularly 
he entertained groups of the hospi- 
tal patients at the White House- 
praiseworthy activities on t,he pari 
of the Chief Executive. But it was 
noted that each act of Mr. Harding 
received most fulsome, attention in 
those newspapers which have been 
consistently opposing the. compcnsa- 
;ioh bill designed to aid all veterans, 
ncluding the financially disabled. 
Washington correspondents of these 
anti-compensation newspapers did 
more than .describe the graciousnesi 
of the presidential greetings to the 
sick and maimed men who paraded 
>cfore him. Their stories contained 
subtle intimation that compensation 
s unthinkable so long as men are 
n hospitals. 


The -value of all this preliminary 


publicity became apparent immedi- 
itely when Mr. Harding surprised' 
the country by appearing.before, the 
Senate and stating-that-if; adjusted 
compensation should be .paid-.to;ali 
veterans the Govflrnment's capacity 
to discharge its obligatips to the dis- 
abled would be jeopardized.
